The first British fort at Toronto 
was established in 1793, on ground 


where the CN tracks now run 
through. Then it was known as the 
valley of Garrison Creek. The struggle 
between the French in: Canada and 
English colonists in New England and 
New York for the fur trade had led 
to the establishment of a community 
in the area some years earlier. 


In 1791, Upper Canada was con- 
stituted a separate province with 
Colonel John Graves Simcoe as its 
first Lieutenant-Governor. He had 
commanded the Queen’s Rangers in 
the Revolutionary War and he 
selected Toronto as a site for the 
capital. He promptly renamed it York 
in honour of the Duke of York. He 
arrived with his family from Newark 
(Niagara-on-the-Lake) aboard the 
ship “Mississaugh”’ accompanied by 
a detachment of the Queen's Rangers. 

He had a blockhouse, storehouse 
and log barracks quickly erected by 
axe-men of the Rangers, on land be- 
tween the lakeshore and the creek’s 
valley. 

The province was desperately poor 
and the garrison’s complement was

| During the first two months of the

‘mid-June, the scanner will be flown 
iby an aircraft of Quehec’s Forest 
Protection Service based near Ottawa. 
‘For the second two-months of the

on aircraft of the Ontario Forest 
Protection Branch, based at ‘'Pem- 
broke. The project is being co- 
ordinated by the federal Department 
of Forestry. 

A prototype of the infrared scanner 
was tested last summer at _the

The scanner is designed to record

In 
addition, the scanner is designed to 
produce a continuous thermal photo- 
graph or map of the terrdin, perm- 
anently recording the precise location

| Federal and provincial fire protec-

United States foreign policy 
has two main aims. One is the 
containment of Communism and 

the other is the protection of 
U.S. national interest and Amer- 
can business investment. 


Neither of these goals are im- 
prope ones. 


make these goals more mean- 
ingful by embracing such bold 
programs as the Alliance for 
Progress. It was designed to 
give Latin America a hope for 
the future other than the false 
‘hope of Communism. | 

Unfortunately, the Alliance 
has fallen far short of its goals 
because of- the indifference and 
outright opposition of the ruling 
classes of South America. 

On the other side of the world, 
the incredibly escalating U.S.

now faces the responsibilty of 
making democracy there work. 

It hasn’t worked there yet. 

Ruled for more than 30 years 


_ by dictator Rafael Trujillo, who 
President Kennedy sought to — 


himself came. to power out of 
the vacuum left by eight years 
of U.S. military occupation, 
there are no experienced demo- 
cratic politicians in the country. 


The nation’s freely-elected 
president, Juan Bosch, was de- 
posed by the current junta and 
is now in exile in Puerto Rico. 

The revolt which brought U.S. 
intervention was begun by his 
supporters. Senor Bosch main- 
tains that the rebellion was win- 
ning when the U.S. Marines 
landed, and denies that Com- 
munists had taken control. 

The definitive word on that 
might be Fidel Castro’s recent 
comment about his Caribbean 
contemporary: “We know Juan 
Boseh is not a Communist but 
who knows if after all has been 
done to him some day he might 
decide to become a Commun- 
int?” < 3? 

This might be a clue to where 
U.S. foreign policy is most vul- 
nerable. Socialist reform has 
proven the best antidote «9 Com- 
munis in many parts of the 
globe and this may apply even 


more forcefully in Latin

COLORED FUEL OILS 
WILL BE INTRODUCED 


Coloured fuel oils are to be intro- 
duced in Ontario within the next few 
months to distinguish between taxable 
diesel fuels and non-taxable fuel oils. 
At present, a refund of the 204¢-cent- 
a-gallon tax on diesel fuel not used 
in motor vehicles may be claimed by 
the user, 

Provincial Treasurer James Allan

| gramme in freshwater biology, it was 
announced last week by President and 
Vice-Chancellor T.H.B. Symons. The 
University is taking immediate steps 
to establish both a field station and 
}a floating reséarch laboratory. 


One grant pf $10,000. from the 
| National Research Council is to enable 
ithe University to build and equip a 
floating research laboratory that will 
lbe capable of undertaking extensive 
| investigations in the Kawartha ‘Lakes 
land throughout the Trent Watarshed. 
| The laboratory will be equipped with 
‘apparatus to enable scientists to 
‘sample both the water and the | 
bottom strata of lakes and rivers and | 
to investigate plant and animal life | 
occurring in it. Another grant of | 
$7,000 from the Nationai Research | 


*| Council is for an intensive investiga- , 


tion of the plants and animals living , 
on the bottom of the Otonabee River , 
land Trent Canal at Peterborough.

Recent advertising of the Hibachi - 
a small Japanese charcoal stove just 
peginning to become fashionable in 
Canada - mistakenly states “YOU 
CAN USE IT INDOORS,” without 
adding that the only safe way to do 
so would be in a fireplace with a 
good draft to carry fumes out of 
doors. The Ontario Safety League 
warns that the mistaken notion that 
a “low smoking" form of charcoal 


renders it safe to burn indoors coutd | 


lead to an even more wide-spread 
problem, for in fact, anything the} 
burns produces CARBON MON- 
OXIDE - A TASTELESS, INVIS-

burning that they, conducted tests to 
see just how dangerous a concentra- 
tion of carbon monoxide is produced 
by burning charcoal indoors. They 
found just 17 briquettes, burned for 
45 roidhites in .a small. room, pro- 
| duces a high enough concentration to

today's Communist countries do 
not possess the industrial wealth 
to support such an ideal, 

The age of automation, how- 
ever, is_coming closer each day 
in- North America. 

It has nothing to do with Com- 
munism. And the early advo- 
cates of payment for non-work 
on this. continent are social 
scientists concerned with mak- 
ing our system better and more 
workable. 


In the United States, such a 
committee has pointed out that 
up to this time, wealth has been 
distributed in relationship to 
one’s ability to contribute to 
production. Thus the: brilliant 
businessman such as Henry 
Ford who can create a whole 
new industry reaps an enormous 
fortune, and properly so. Simi- 
larly, the worker whose ability 
is limited to performing the 
same anchanging motions on the 
assembly line every day draws 
only a modest salary.

‘up againsy impossible odds. It 
has put them in competition 
with machines of incredible 
complexity, and is rendering 
them increasingly superfluous to 
the industria] process. 


Two main problems face an 
automated society. One is the 
humanitarian problem of pro- 
viding incomes for unneeded 
workers. The other is the eco- 
nomic problem of ensuring that 
the population is supplied with 
St~icient purchasing power to 
buy the output of nearly un- 
manned, automated factories. 


It is estimated that 20 per 
cent. of the population of the 
United States and Canada al- 
ready lives permanently in po- 
verty. There is every prospect 
of this segment of society grow- 
ing bigger while the balance of 
the population which is able to 
compete in an automated world 
reaps an ever greater Share of 
the country's wealth. 


Consider for a moment the ef- 
fects of this. 


First, one-fifth or one-quarter 
of the population is denicd the 
fruits cf our industria) abun- 
dance. Second. their lack cf pur- 
chasing power slows down the 
frowth of the economy. Third, 
soticty is faced with an ever-
